For State Awards, the amounts shown to February, 1959 represent the basic wage together with so much 
of any margin and any further amount necessary to make the minimum wage payable equivalent to 75 per 
cent. of the basic wage for males. Following the increase in the basic wage to the 75 per cent. equivalent, 
the amount shown from February, 1959 is the basic wage exclusive of any margin. This change was applied 
in State Awards from different dates, beginning in March, 1959. 


Quarterly adjustments for movements in retail prices were discontinued in September, 1953, in both Com- 
monwealth and State Awards. They were restored in State Awards in November, 1955.

I. The indexes of minimum wage rate embrace a representative range of occupations and are based on the 
occupation and industry structures in 1954.
